any other corrupt Practices, this Houfe 
will proceed with the urmoft Severity a- 
gainft fuch Perfon—That it is an high 
Infringement of the Liberties and Privi- 
leges of the Commons of Great-Britaii, 
for any Lord of Parliament, or any Lord 
Lieutenant of any County, to concern

or Sirangers he fhall fee, or be informed

Mr Speaker reported, that when the 
Houfe attended his Majefty in the Houfe 
of Peers, his Majefty was pleafed to make 
a moft gracious ech, of which, he 
faid, to preyent Miftakes, he had obtain- 
ed a Copy, which being read to the 
Houfe, the following Morion was made 
by #+s. Res, kf; Member for F— 
in C—wall., and feconded by #—n Cb 
Efg, Member for P—kejhire, viz. 

‘That an humble Addrefs fhould be 
prefented to his Majefty, to return his 
Majefty the Thanks of that Houfe, for 
his moft gracious Speechfrom theThrone ; 
{to acknowledge his Majefty’s Wifdom 
and Goodnefs, in purfuing fuch Meafures 
as tended towards procuring Peace and 
Accommodation, rather than to involvé 
this Nation and all Europe too precipitate- 
¥y in a general and bloody War; to-ex- 
prefs the juft Senfe that Houfe had, of his 
Majefty’s tenders Regard for the publick 
Repofe and Tranquillity, and.of his un- 
wearied Endeavours in forming, in Con- 
cert with the States-Gencral, fuch a Plan 
of a general Pacification as his Majefty, 
in his great Wifdom, conceived was con- 
fiftent with the Honour and Intereft of all 
Parties, as far as the Circumftance of 
Time, and the prefent Pofture of Affairs 
would permit ;} toaflure his Majefty, that 
thatHoufe would cheerfully and effe@tually 
raife fuch Supplies, as fhould be neceflary 
for the Honour and Security of his Majefty 
and his Kingdoms, and whatever fhould be 
the Succefs of his Majefty’s gracious En- 
deavours to procure the Bleflings of Peace 
and genera! Tranquillity, would enable 
his Majefty to aé& that Part which Honour 
and Juftice, and the true Intereit of his 
People fhould call upon him to undertake.’ 

This Motion was introduced with 
Speeches, to the fame Effect with the 
Speeches made for introducing the Motion 
in the Houfe of Lords (fee p. 437-8.) and 
therefore i fhall not repeat them. 

Several Speeches were made in relation 
tothofe Paragraphs} in the Motion, which 
fecmed to imply a general Approbarion 
of former Meafures, before any Amend- 
ment was propofed ; but ar laft Sir W—m 
W—-m, Member for S—m—/flire propofed 
the following Amendment, to the laft 
Paragraph of the Motion, viz. _ 

To affure his Majefty, that [after a full 
Srate of the Affairs of the Nation had 
been laid before them, and confidered by 
them,] they would cheerfully and effec- 
wally raife fuch Supplies, as fhould be ne, 


G the Grievances of bis People, and a 


ceflary for the Honour and Security of his 
Majefty and his Kingdoms, and [in Pro- 
portion to the Expences to be incurred by 
the other Powers, who were under the 
fame Engagements with this Nation, and 
not then involvéd in the War,] and, 
whatever——, @. 

The firft Part of this Amendment beittg 
difapproved 6f by fome Gentlémeén, who 
were for the fecond Part, Sir f—b ¥—if 
M—r of the R—Iis moved for amending 
the Amendment which was accordingly 
agreed to, and-thertit ftood thus : 

To aflure his Majefty, that chat Houfe 
would cheerfully and effe€tually raife fuch 
Supplies, as fhould be neceflary for the 
Honour and Security of his Majefty and 
his Kingdoms, and in Proportion to the 
Expences to be incurred by the other 
Powers, Gc, 


C Of this whole Debate we fhall give the 


Subftance by way of Argument,. Anfwer, 
and Reply, xs before. 

The Argument for leaving out the Pa- 
ragraphs approving of former Meafures, 
and for the Amendment propofed, was to 
this Effet, viz. 


S this, Sir, is a new Parliament, I 
LA. hope we fhall begin with hewing a 
little move Regard tothe ancient Cuflom and 
Dignity of Parliaments thanhas been fhewn 
of late Tears. In former Times, the Ad- 
drefjes of this Houfe, on Return to bis Ma- 
jefty’s Speech from the Throne, were alavays 


E conceived in the moft general Terms : Our 


Anceflors would never condefcend upon thai. 
Otcafion, to enter into the Particulars of 
bis Majefly's Speech ; Wken they weve to 
approach tke King, and to declare thesr Af- 
fection and their Fidelity to bim, they 
theught it was inconfftent with that Fide- 


F jity they were to declare, 10 approve, upon 


that Occafion, of any pe 20g Meafures, 
and much move fo, to declare their Satif- 


faction with Meafures they knew nothine a- 
‘bout. This Houje is the grand Inqueft «ft 
the Nation, appointed to enquire ditigently 
and to veprefent faithfully to the King, ail 


, the 
Crimes and Mifmanagenients of bis Sev- 
vants, and therefore it muft akvays be a 
Breach of our Fidalsiy to our Severeign, as 
weil as a Breach of our Duty to bis People, 
to approve blindly the Conduct of bis <er- 
vants. When we bave examined diiigent- 
ly, and corfidered deliberately the Conduct 
it any Minifter, and are at laf fall con- 
vinced that he has atted prudently and wife- 
ly for the publick Good, it is then our may 
to return hing the Thanks of the ne, 
. an 
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and to veprefent him as a faithful Minifter 
to his Mafter ; but to make Panepyricks up- 
on the Condutt of any of the King's Servants, 
before we have examined into it, or know 

Thing about it, is more like the Lan- 
guage of Slaves and Sycophants to a prime 
Minifter, than that of loyal and faithful 
Subjects to their Sovereign. 

1 muft acknowledge, Sir, that the Mo- 
tion now made to us is more general, and 
more adapted to the ancient Cuftom_ of 
Parliament, than moft 1 have beard fince 
Ihave had the Honour to be a Member of 
this Houfe: I hope we foall not find that 
this extraordinary Modeft prveeen vent a 
Covcinereelt of ‘Mif-condu& : For the Sake 
of the Publick, I heartily wifh we may 
find that it proceeds from [uperior Merit , 
which is, indeed, generally attended with

Superior Modefly , but as I have always c 


been, upon fuch Occafions, againft general 
Encomiums upon Minifters, and as the Pro- 
pofition now before us, or at leaft a great 
Part of it, implies a general Approbation 
of aii our late Meafures, particularly thefe 
relating to the prefent War, which the Ma- 
jority of this Houfe ave, in my Opinion, en- 
tively ignorant of, I cannot agree to it ; be- 
caufe I have not yet learned Complaifance 
enough to pve of what I know nothing 
tly (ape 5 

ently fufpect to be wrong. 

Hee Honour, tins to be a Member 
of this Houfe in laft Parliament , and I 
vemember feveral Motions were then made, 
for getting fome Infight into the State of our 
foreign Affairs, and our late Tranfactions : 
Motions which to me appeared highly rea- 
fonable, and even abjolutely neceffary to be 
complied with, before the Houfe could vea- 
fonably comply with the Demands that were 
then made upon them ; but every one of 
thefe Motions had a Negative put upon it: 
Ihave always had a Sufpicion of the Works 
of Darkne/s, I do not like any Condué that 
cannot fland the Light at Noon-Day, and 
therefore Lam afvaid fome of our late Tranf- 
ations ave fuch as no Man would approve 
of, if they were expofed to publick View : 
We have been long amufed with Hopes of 
ome extraordinary Benefits, that were to 
accrue to the Nation from our many tedi- 
ous and expenfive Negotiations, we have 
been long in Expeét ation ; but when one 
Negotiation was- over, we have been al- 
ways told to have Patience, the next was 
40 accomblifo all our Defires : We have ac- 
cordingly bad a great deal of Patience; 
but, info far as I can comprehend, I can 
ebferee 4) Benefits that have accrued, or

ave like to accrue ; but, on the contrary, 
many Dangers and Difadvantages ; ‘fo 
that the whole Train of’ our late Negotza- 
tions really feems to me to have been calcu- 
lated for no other End, but to extricate a 
Set of puzzled, perplexed Negotiators, from 
Some ‘ee Blunder, by ewhich they have 
generally been led into a Mera of worfe 
Confeyuence than the firft: Every fubfe- 
quent Negotiation feenis to me to have had 
no other View or Defign, but to get rid of 
Some Dilemma we were thrown into by the 
former, and happy have we thoucli our- 
selves, after a great deal of Money /pent, if 
we could but recover our former Condition. 
In fhort, Sir, if any Gentleman will rife 
“ and fhew me any Addition, or any new 
dvantage, with vane either to our Trade 
or our Poffeffions, that this Nation has ac- 
quired by any of our lateTran{cttions, I fhall * 
agree to the Motion, but confideving the great 
Expence this Nation bas been put to, and 
the great Loffes many of our Merchants 
have, witheut amy Redre/s or Satisfaions 
Juftained, I cannot agree to pafs Compli- 
ments upon, or declare my Satisfaction 
with, our late Management in general, tilt 
it be made appear to me, that thefe publick 
and private Loffes have been fome Way bal- 
hanced by National Advantages. 
The 2d Paragraph of the Motion I am, 
indeed, furpr ized at upon another Account, 
to make our Acknowledgments to his Ma 
Jey, for not involving the Nation too pre- 
cipitately in a bloody War, is, in my Opi- 
nion, very far from being a Compliment to 
bis Majefty: It is impoffible, it ts not to be 
prefumed that his Majefty can do any fuch 
Thing ; but if it were pofible, and if a 
Such Thing had been done, tobe fure it would 
have been doing the Nation a very notable 
Mifchiet, and according tothe Idiom of out 
Language, at leaft in private Life, t 
thank a Man, or to make our Acknowledg- 
ments to a Man, for his not doing us a’no- 
table Mnifchief, is a contemptuons Way of 
expreffing ourfelves, and is always an In- 
finuation, that from fuch a Man's Malice, 
or his Weaknefs, or Sarees we expect. 
ed fome notable Mifchief, and therefore 
when we are difappointed, when the Mif- 
chief is not fo great as we expeted, we fay, 
by way of Contempt, that «ve are obliged 
to him. If none but Miniffers were con- 
cerned in this Part of the Motion, I frould 
have let st pafs without any Remark ney, 
I flould readily have agreed to it , but as 
his Majefty is concerned, I hope the Gentle. 
men who made the Motion will take Cave 
to have it fome way altered, if they are re. 
Mmm Solvea 
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feived to have it ftand Part of the Addve/s. 
This foeavs, Sir, bow apt People ave to fall 
into Blunders when-they attempt to make 
extravagant and forced Compliments, and 
therefore I wifh we would refolve to avoid 
fuch Dangers, by confirming our Addrefs 
te a general Acknowledement of Thanks to 
bis Majefly, for bis moft gracious Speech 
fron the Throne, and a Declaration of our 
Affettion towards him, of our Attachment 
to his Family, and of our Zeal for bis 
Service. 

However, Sir, as it has been granted 
upon all Hands, that nothing contained in 
our Addre/s can prevent the future Enqui- 
vies of this Honfe, or canbe a Bar to our 
cenfuring what we [hall upon Enguiry find 
to be amifs, therefore I hall propofe no 
Amendment to the former Part of the Mo- 
tien : But I muft take Notice of one Thing 
which is apparent, without any Enquiry, 
to every Man in this Houfe, to every Man 
abo knows any Thing of publick Affairs, 
and that is, the great Charge this Nation 
bas already been put to on account of the 
War, while the other Powers of Europe, 
mot yet engaged inthe War, Lave not put 
themfelves to one Shilling Expence : Nay, 
even our Allies the Dutch, who, as bis Ma- 
ify has been pleafed to tell us, are under 
the fame Enzagements with us, have not 
put themfelves to the leaft Charge on account 
of the prefent War. Now, Sir, as bis Ma- 
jefty bas told us, that we had no Concern 
a ith the Caufes or Motives of the War, we 
cannot therefore be involved in it, unlefs it 
be for the Prefervation of the Balance of 
Power ; and as all our Allies ave as much 
interefted in this Refped? as we are, it is 
rveafonable they foould bear their proportion- 
able Shave of the Expence , and as the 
have yet done nothing like it, I think it is 
becomie neceffary for us to take fome Notice 
of this Matter in our Addrefs to his Majefty, 
jor which Reafon I foall move for this A- 
mendment to the latter Part of the Addre/s, 
viz. “ that this Houfe will cheerfully and 
effe@ually raife fuch Supplies, as fhould 
be neceffary for the Honour and Security 
of his Majeitty and his Kingdoms, and 
in Proportion to the Expences to be incurred 
by the other Powers who were under the 
fame Engagements with this Nation, and 
not then involved in the War, and whate- 

ver, &c. as in the Motion, p. 452.

We have been told a great deal, Sir, of the 
antient Ufage and Cuftom of Parliament, 
with vefpett to their ‘Manner of addveffi 
the King, by way of Return to his Speech 
from the Throne ? Weat the Gentlemen may 
mean by this ancient Ufage, or at what 
Time they bave a Mind to fix it, I do not 
know, but I am very fure, that ever fince 
Ihad the Honour to fit in Parliament, I 
never knew an Addve/s propofed in more ge- 
neral Terms than that now hefore us, and 
therefore I am apt to conclude, that no Ad- 
drefs can be propofed in this Houfe, but what 
jome Gentlemen will find fault with. I 
foall agree with the Hon. Gentlemen, that 
one of the chief Ends of our meeting bere, 
is to enquire diligently, and reprefent faith- 
fully to the King, the Crimes and Mifma- 
nagements of his Servants, as well as the 
Grievances of his People; but when his 
Majefly has given us an Account of bis 
Condutt, furely that does not binder us from 
making him fuch general Compliments, 
upon the Account he has been pleajed to give 
us, as may not obftrutt our futare Enqui- 
ries, or prevent our Cenfures, in cafe we 
Should afterwards find, that any of his Ser- 
vants had atted unfaithfally or imprudent- 
by, even with refpeét to thofe very Affairs 
be has been pleafed to give us an Account of 
in bis Speech.

Peace and Accommodation, furely this Houfe, 
nay the whole World, ought to acknowledge 
his Majefty’s Goodnefs and Wifdom in that 
Refpect , and all that can be /uppofed to be 
meant by this Paragraph is, to acknowledge 
that there is more Wifdom and Goodnefs in 
per ‘uing fuch Meafures towards procuring 
eace, than in purfuing fuch Meafures, as © 
might tend to involve the Nation and all 
Europe, too precipitately in War: This 
then cannot, I think, be fuppofed to be an 
Encomium upon any Minifter, nor an Ap- 
probation of any of the Meafures that have 
been pur ued. ' 
By the other Paragraph it is propofed, to 
expre/s the juft Senfe we bave of bis Ma- 


jefly’s Regard for the publick Tranquillity, 


and of his Endeavour to form, in Concert 
with the States General, fuch a Plan of 
Pacification, as his Majefly conceives is 
confiftent with the Honour and Intereft of all 
Parties, as far as the a of Time 
and the prefent Pofture of Affairs will per- 
mit : Here again we approve é 
We do not approve of the Plan that is to be 
offered ; we do not fo much as approve of 
any one Step that has been taken in the 


forming of that Plan, we only acknowledge 


his Majefty’s tender Regard for the publick 
Tranquillity, in endeavouring to form fuch 
a Plan aS may veftove it : This furely is 
what no Man can deny, nor hefitate one 
Moment in acknowledzing it , and, I be- 
lieve that it willbe as readily granted, that 
it was better to form this Plan in Concert 
with the States-General, than to form it 
without any {uch Concert : So that I can- 
not really comprehend how this Paragraph & 
can be interpreted to be an Encomium upon 
any Minifter, ov an Approbation of any Mea- 
fure: And therefore, tho’ we knew nothin 
of the Meafures that have been purfued, 
nay, tho’ we even had a violent Sufpicion 
that wrong Meafures have been purfued, 


neither our Ignorance nor our Sufpicions can 1 that Event happen, which they 
be any Objection to either of thefe Para- 
graphs. 

As to our Irnovance of the Meafures that 
have been lately purfued, it is certain we 
are igneraut of a great many of them, ank 


nothing : E 


for tho’ the Members of this Houfe might 
perbaps depend upon the Fidelity and the 
Secrecy of one another, yet we cannot anfiwver 
for the Strangers that may be amongft 1s. 
This, Sir, was the only Reafon why this 
Houje was pleafed to put a Negative upon 
the Motions pointed at by the Hon. Gentle- 
men, and as I had likewife the Honour to 
be then a Member of this Houfe, I heard 
fuch Reafons given for not complying with 
thofe Motions, as convinced me, that a 
Compliance with any one of them would 
have been one of the greateft Injuries we 
could have done our Country : Ii was not 
that the Authors of thofe Tranfattions were 
afraid on their own Accounts, that the 
Fis page they bad heen concerned in 
fhould be expofed to publick View, it was 
impoffible it could be fo ; for if they had 
been poffeffed with any Juch Fears, if they 
had given the leaft Ground to fufpect they 
were fo, it would have been a good, and'I 
amt perfuaded a prevailing Reafon for this 
Houfe, to have complied with thofe Motions. 
But, Sir, as to the Sufpicions that fome 
Gentlemen may entertain, with regard to 
all ov any of our paf? Meafures, it is im- 
poffible to fay a ving to them, unlefs the 
Gentlemen will be pleafed to acquaint us 
with the Grounds of their Sufpicion : Woen 
they do that, it may perbaps be in Gentle- 
men's Power to fhew, that thofe Grounds. 
are very far from being folid. They talk of 
our having been for a long Time amufed 
with Hopes, and of our having been defired 
to have Patience : "Tis true, Sir, there are 
fome amongft us, not in the Houfé I hope, 
byt in the Nation, I will fay, there are a 
ape many who have. been long cmnlel. 
b Hopes, who have had a great deal of 
Patience: They have, indeed, been under a 
continual Courfe of Patience. ever ftnce the 
Reginning of the late Reign: They have 
not yet feen, and I wifh they maior fee 
ave been fo 
long hoping for, which they have waited for . 
with fo much Patience ; and, in my Opi- 
nion, tke many Difappointments they bave 
met with, is one of the bef? Realoys.that. 
ay bg alfigned for our having no Caufe te. 
fulpech 
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Sufpect any Mif-condutt in our late Mea- 
fures. I donot think it the os of this 
Nation to be fond of adding much to our 
Loffe(fions , and confidering the Ambition 
of joreign Courts, and the Difturbances 
given to our Government by a difaffetted 
Party at home, our having preferved entire 
our joreign Voffeffions, and prevented all In- 
wafions upon our People at home, is an Ay- 
gument, that all onr late Meafures have 
been concerted, and purfued with the utmoft 
Forefight and Prusenc. To this we may 
add, that tho’ our Trade has been fometimes 
a little interrupted by the ambitious Views 
of foreign Courts, yet it is certain, it has 
greatly improved-in every Branch within 
thefe laft 20 Tears, and is now, I believe, 
in as flourifbing a State as ever the Trade 
of Great-Britain was in any Age ; fo that 
to return the Compliment to the Gentlemen 
of the other Side of the Queftron, if either 
of them will [bew me where the Nation has 


lately fuffered, either in its Poffeffions, or, 


in its Trade, by any Mifmanagement of 
tlofe at the Helin of our own Affairs, Ifball 
agree to ary Amendment they oe ty pro- 
pofe; but I cannot think it rea onable to 
load our own Minifters with the little Dif 
turbances we have met with, or the {mall 
Loffes we may have fuftained by the ambi- 
tious Projects a foreign Courts:

It is certainly one of the greateft 
Advantages to be converfant in the Works of 
fuch pom ag But it is not near fo great an Ad- B 
vantage to read fuch Works only, as it is to be 
acquainted alfo with thofe great and ufeful 
Writers who have fhewn the Reafons on which 
all good Writings is grounded, and who have 
laid, down the-Rules, and given Inftances of 
it, for our Obfervance and Imitation. He 
who is converfant in the Critics, as well as O- 
rators and Poets; who, befides reading good 
Writings, reads the Rules prefcribed for good Cc 
Writing, and the Reafons of it, is likely to be 
a much better Writer with both thefe Advan- 
tages, than with but one of them. A Man may 
reafon well without having read Books of Lo- 
gick, but if he had read Topical Treatifes, he 
would be likely to reafon much better. 

If it thould be urged, that the Rules and p 
Precepts given us for good writing, are at moft 
but Obfervations drawn from Paffages to be 
met with in good Writers , and that by readin 
thefe Wiiters ourfelves, we may make thefe 
Obfervations : It may be anfwered, that tho’ 
all critical Rules are formed upon the Writings 
of others, and were not originally the Ground 
of good Writing; Yet it by no means fol- 
lows, that it is unneceffary, to read thofe Rules, E 
or that it is in our Power to make thofe Ob- 
fervations, on which thofe Rules are grounded. 
Becaufe it has been the Labour of Ages to make 
thofe . Obfervations, which have received a 
gradual Improvement from the Variety of Au- 
thors who have engaged in this Undertaking. 
A fingle Man of himfelf would be able to 
make but a few Obfervations of this Nature ; F 
for it requires a good deal of Thonght, as 
well as Judgment, to fee into the Reafon 
why an Expreffion is beautiful, or wherein 
paiticularly its Beatty confifts. Many are 
pleafed with the Beauty of an Expreffion, 
who are entirely ignorant why it pleafes *em. 

If ic be urged, that Rules too much fol- G 
lowed, make a Writer too ftift and affeG&ed , 
that roo great an Appearance of Actis of great 
Difadvantage to any Writings whatever, it 
may be replied, that it is not the Fault of 
the Rules, but of our Judgment, not difcern- 
ing how far, and in what Cafes it is proper to 
obferve thof Rules, that we fall into the In 
conveniencies, fuppofed in the Objection. H 
There are certain Bounds fer us both by Art 
and Nature, within which it is as commenda- 
ble t> be reftrained, as it is ridiculous to ex- 
ceed them. Nothing is more injudicious and 
&arattical, than ro carry either to excels, and 
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to be too much in form, Art muft borrow every 
thing from Nature, and muft be entirely fup- 
plied from it. All our Judgments muft be 
dire&ted by it, and we muft never work with 
any other than its Matezials, according to 
the Advice of our greatPoet. . (Effay on Crit.)

There is not any one fort of writing mote 
free from the Appearance of Art, than the fub- 
lime ; and yet whoever reads the great LoNGt- 
Nus, and finds what a Variety of Obfervati- 
ons he has made on this Kind of Writing ; how 
well he has marked out and diftinguifhed the 
many different Sources and. Realons of it§ 
cannot but conclude, that any one who is let 
into the true Nature of the /ublime, as he haé 
defcribed it, will be very much affifted in his 
own Writings, by a judicious Ufe and Appli~ 
cation of what that moft admirable Critic has 
informed him. This great Writer thoroughly 
underftood the Subject he was upon, and was 
fo fired with the Spirit of it, that his own 
Stile is a moft glorious Inftance of that Sublime 
he treats of. Very juft is the Eacomium given 
him by one of qi learned Editors, fpeaking: 
thus of him. ——Cujus nefeio an leges, an ex- 
emplum per totum hec opus magis fequendum ( ‘ 
cum vix minus tilus ejus quam materia fubli- 
mitatein fapiat. Mr Pore’s Character of him 
is to the fame Purpofe, and admirably drawn :

An ardent judge, who zealous in his trult, 
With warmth gives fentence, yet is always jufty 
Whofe own example firengthens all his laws, 
vind is bimfelf the great fiablime ke draws. 


It is-neceffary, that more or lefs of the Sub® 
lime thould be in almoft all Writings, The 
Hiftorian himfelf muft often breath in this 
Spirit, to give the greater Dignity and Majet- 
ty to fome of his Narrations. But the Sublime 
is fo effential to’ Poets and Orators, that their 
Writings would fcarce defe:ve the Names they 
bear, if they wanted it. © It is this which has te 
diftinguifhed the Writings of Homer and De- 
mofthenes, and which reigns {6 much in Mil- 
ton’s Paradife loft, that the beft Critics look 
upon it to be one’of the greareft poetical Pro-' 
dudtions in the World. "Tis this for which the 
Author of a Poem now publifhing, anda’ Ge- 
nius but juft a beginning to make his ‘Appear- 
ance, thows himifelf fo well turned; by his ha- 
ving already given many great Specimens of 
his Sablimity; fuflicient to eonvince every one 
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who reads him, what great Things may be ex- 
pected from him. [ have now before me fome 
excellent Lines of his, which follow a very 
grand Simile, and are inrended to obviate an 
Obdjetion againtt his ufing an [lluttration too 
great for the Thing he was to illuftrate : upon 
which he obferves, ow equally little all Things 
are, when confidered in a comparative View, 
with refpe& to their great Author.

HE moft fatal Effects of this Project 
exceeded the Hopes of its moft fanguine

But had that military Power continued in the 
Parliament, it never would have offered Violence 
to the Marliament; it was by wrefting Milita- 
ry Force from them, that wicked and defign - 
ing Men became able to turn it upon them:

Place to Fraud, they never could have been 
the Victims of Force, but muft have continued 
Matters of the Army, had they not by their 
own Art made the Army their Mafters. 

If this is not always the Intention, it is

and have not fome died in the Caufe. If che 
Pope has pretended a2 Power of abfolving 
from Allegiance, have not we Proteftants 
exercifed ic in our Turns? Mr Yarico for 
ught i know may be fubpened as an Eye- 
witnefs of this Truth. With Leave let me 
add chat all railing in us Proteftants at the 
Church of Rome on this Score is ridiculous, 
nay lampooning the Reformation. Let us a- 
gree that in both Churches there always have 
and will be rebellious Proceed ngs, as long as 
there will be Sinners influenced with Ambi- 
tion, Revenge and fuch like Paffions. Let 
ys agree Rebellion’s not more juftifiable in one 
shan another, and that Popes did not worfe in 
‘ptetending to the depofing Power, than Pro- 
aeftants have done in exercifing it. 

If Papifts have had their Gun-powder-Plot- 
gers, that were not mere hot-headed Tools 
a fubtle Cecrx. made Ufe of to make the reft 
odious ; they have been pretty well humbled 
for the Crimes of cheir long deceafed Bre- 
thren, and yet of thefe Mifcreants there ne- 
ver could be: produced above a Score.

Y meet with Words and Phrafes fo perverc- 
ed, Tenets fo monftrous, fo new, fo preja- 
dicial to human Society, fo injurious co Reli- 
gion, thac we cannot conceive how a Govern- 
ment can tolerate them; and } no more Re- 
gard to Grammar, than co Truth and Decency, 
Wicnefs the Works of Mother Osborn, &>. 

Horace and Chawncer obferve, that many 
Words will perifh and others arife, &c. 

It cannot be otherwife. Old Cuftoms, 
worn out, will render Words fuired to them, 
obfolete and ufelefs; and new Modes, Fa- 
fhions, new Inventions of Arts and Sciences 
require new Words, new Phrafes ; therefore 
it’s neceflary, that whatever Senfe a Word or 
Phrafe now bears, it may be fixed and af er- 
tained, and never be allowed to bear any 
other ; which wil! greatly contribute to perpe- 
tuare the Englifh Language. 

The Negle& of this Rule renders ancient 
Authors often difficult and obfcure, and is of 
equal Detriment to all the living Languages. 
The French Tongue has fuffer’d as much by 
this Negle&, as our own. By a wanton Mil- 
applicanion, they have rejected a Word which 
&gnified to ride, and now want a Word to ex- 
prefs chac AG@iien, Our own Language af- 
fords numerous Examples ; particularly from 
Chancer and Spencer, (fo negle&ted by modern 
Wits,) thac there have been more fignificanr, 
{onorous Words rejeéted fince their Time, 
than introduced ; notwithftanding the filly 
undeferved Flatteries paid to our prefent 
Writers for the Improvement of our Lan- 
Many Words, indeed, have been re- 

ceived, fince their Time, but it would have 
been better had they never been known here; 
becaufe, with them, have been introduced fe- 
veral ridieulous, bafe and moaftrous Cuft ergs. 
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.For Example, A wheedling, langnifbing, 
aff Ged, falfe JiLT was always unde: Rood, 
and defpifed. But by changingthat Word to 
Cogmette, it is French, and thus the Dilgrace 
juitly atcending it is fofrened, if nor detaced. 

On the other hand fhould youapply the Word 
Belidame co the notorious Mrs Osborne, the old 
Dotard, confcious of her Demerits would coh- 
rue it an ugly old Jade, tho’ in the original 
Signification it might be a Compliment.

j_ vers takes from a Treatife, entitled, 4 
Difcourfe of voluntary Servitude ; written in 
French by Stephen de la Boetie,, one of the 
in the Parliament of 
Bourdeaux, in the Reign of Charles IX. K. 
of France, ————— ¢ It’s incredible, fays that 
Author, how fuddenly the People, the mo- 
ment they are enflaved, faJl into fo profound 
a Forgetfulnefs of their Freedom, that it’s 
not poflible for them to rouze themfelves up 


E to regain it ; ferving fo eafily and fo willing- 


ly, that one would think they had not 
loft their Liberty, but their Servitude. It’s 
true, at firft, they ferve by Conftraint, but 
thofe who come afterwards having never 
known Liberty, obey without Regret, and 
look upon the State of their Birth as their 
natural State.’ 

For this Reafon, adds Mr D’anvers, I have 
endeavour’d to thew the Antiquity of cur 
Conftitution ; and that Freedom was our ori- 
ginal Right and Inheritance, (See p. 345.) 
This I thought the moft effectual way to keep 
the Spirit of Liberty above the Minds of the 
People ; and that if they could be perfuaded, 
according toa late modifh Doétrine, that they 
were really Slaves, either by Wature, or 
Conftitution, they would fubmit to their 
Chains as eafily as other Nations. 

Every honeft Britain ought to rejoice at 
that glorious Spirit, lately difcover’d, in Fa- 
vour of Liberty; nor do I defpair of feeing it 
attended with happier Effe&s than it hath yet 
produced, But when {uch Doéfrines, as thofe 
we have been combating, are openly avowed 
by Men, who prepofteroufly call themfelves 
H’bigs, and even propagated by Authority, 

us 
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i¢’s Time to put our Countrymen on their 
Guard, left they fhould be gradually feduc’d 
into a State of Servitude, and be perfuaded 
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that all their /ong boafted Liberties, are only q 


idle Chimera’s, injurious to the Crown, and 
inconfiftent with their own Happinefs; for, 
“ tho’ Length of Time, fays the fame Author, 
gives no Right to do ill; yet the People may 
fay, They have always been Swbjeé?s (meaning 
Slaves) and think they are bound to endure 
the Curb, by Examples, the Length of Time, 
and the Poffeffion of thofe who tyrannize over 
them.” What therefore can be more lauda- 
ble than to warn a People yet free, from be- 
ing led into voluntary Servitude, which would 
reduce them to the miferable Condition of the 
People of France, either to fubmit to the 
Chains, \eft them by their improvident An- 
ceftors, or contend with the Lows under 
which they are born? 

Mr de la Boetie obferves, ¢ that there is 
{carcely any Heir fo prodigal, but He fome- 
times perufes his Deeds, to fee if He enjoy 
all the Rights of bis Succeffion; or whether 
any Perfon hath encroach’d upon Him. 

But as it’s often too late for a Man, in pri- 
wate Life, to look over his Deeds, after He 
hath fuffer’d Another to continue in quict Pof- 
feffion of his Eftate, many Years; efpecial- 
ly, if He had been cajoi’d into a formal Sur- 
render of it ; fo it’s ridiculous to argue that 
a whole People ought not to guard again 
Dangers, till they hang immediately over 
their Heads, 

Many living, remember when arbitrary 
Power, in the Prince, and abfolute Sub- 
miffion, on the Part of the Subje@, found 
fo many Advocates, (as fome Doérines of 
the fame Tendency have fince) that our 
timely Deliverarice from the Ejfec?s of them 
hath been look’d upon as littie. lefs than a 
Miracle. Now, if thefe Principles had been 
eftablifhed, and put in Practice, let any Man 
judge whether thecommon People might not, 
by this Time, have been work’d into a Be- 
lief, like other Nations, that they had no 
Right to any Thing, but what their Jfo- 
narchs beftow upon them. 

But, to fhew the prodigious Force of Cu- 
fiom, it may be neceflary to preduce a few In- 
ftances, from our own Hiftory. 

The Practice of keeping a Body of merce- 
nary Troops, under the immediate Command 
of the Crown, was thought {0 incompatible 
with our Conftitution, in the Reign of Henry 
VII. that a little Body-Guard of about 50. 
Archers was look’d upon as a dangerous In- 
novation; tho’ the Government was then 
but mew, and diflurb’d by feveral Pretenders, 
and Confpiracies. This was ail the Guard 
our fubfequent Kings had about them, in 
Times of Peace, *tiil after the Refforation ; 
when the Eftablifhment of the Horfe and 
Fost-Guards, tho’ far lef numerous than at 
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prefent,' laid the firft Foundation of a fand- 
ing Army in England, This likewife gave 
no fmall Umbrage to the Nation; tho’ the 
Circumftances of thofe Times, when a /ormi« 
dable Army was disbanded, anf there was 
Reafon to apprehend Infurreétions, afforded a 
plaufible Pretence for fuch a Precaution. Eve- 
ty Body knows what a vigorous Oppofition 
was made to the continuance of a /arge and. 
ing Army, in K. Wiilism’s Time, both 
within Doors and without, by fome of the 
warmeft Friends to Liberty and the Rewoluti- 
om, But Cu/tom and Length of Time have fo 
familiariz’d them to us, that mot People 
feem to be weary of complaining any longer, 
and fome Perfons have openly declar’d that 
We ought never to be without an Army of 29 
OF 30,000 Men, even in Times of the pro- 


C foundeft Tranquillity. (See Vol. IV. p. 397.) 


The fame may be faid of Excifes; which 
occafioned not only Jealoufiesand Complaints, 
when firft impos’d, but even violent Commo- 
tions ; tho” the Nation was then engag’d in a 
civil War; aad when the fir Taxation of 
this Sort was regularly eftabiifhed, after the 
Réfloracion, it was vigoroufly oppos'd, by the 
Patriots of thofe Times. But Excifés have 
been fince multiply’d to fuch a Degree, with- 
out any general Oppofition, that fome wife 
Heads lately flattered Themfelves that /ong 
Ujfage had reconciled us to them, and accord - 
ingly form’d a Scheme, for extending them 
over the whole Nation ; which They puth’d 
with the utmoft Induftry; but were at laf 


* obliged to drop their Proj- ; tho’ I cannot 


think it any great Argument againit the 
Force of Czffom ; for if They had been able 
to cram their Scheme down our Throats at 
firft, it would have foon grown as habitual to 
us as Thofe, which are already eftablifhed. 

The Chimney-Tax, or Hearth- Money, was 
thought fo burthenfome, in the Reigns of K, 
Charles and K. ames Ul. that it was abo- 
lied, foon after the Rewolution, net only as 
@ great Oppreffion to the poorer Sort, but a 
Badge of Slavery upon the whole People, ex- 
pong every Man’s Houfe to be exter'd and 
fearch’d, at Pleafure, by Perfons unknown to 
Him. Yet the Window-Tax, which refem- 
bles it very nearly, is now grown familiar 
to the People, 

Again, When the Land-Tax was firft im- 
pos’d, for one Year, it was pretended it would 
never be ask’d for again; and if the then Par- 
liament, could have forefeen that it would be “ 
cgntinucd for above 40 Years fucceflively, they 
would fcarce have come into it with fo much 
Readinefs. But it is now grown a confant, 
annual Tax, which every Body defpairs of 
feeing taken off; the only Queftion, every 
Seffion, is; bow much Thzy are to pay in 
the Pound ? 

It’s not my Defign to infinuate that any of 
thefe Taxes are vancceffisy, at prefuat; but 

Qoe only 
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Only to fhew how all Conceffions of this Kind 
are naturally apt to grow upon us, and become 
tonftitutional, when We have been long ac 
cuftom’d to them. I could apply the fame 
Sort of Reafoning to Riot A&s, feptennial Par- 
fiaments, Sufpenfions of the Habeos Corpus 
A, Votes of Credit, and otber Matters; buat 
J prefume I have faid enough to explain my 
Meaning, upon the Subject.

That fome:hing has exifted from Eternity, 
is as ceftain as that any thing now exills in

exilted eternally; or were brought into Being 


G by fume Thing which had exited eternally ; 


To 
fuppole any Thing a Caufe of itfelf, is Non- 
fenfe. To fuppofe every Thing to have exil- 
ted from Exeraity, is to fuppofe every Thing 
to have <n independent Exiitence 3 to fuppofe 
it felf-fufficient, able to préferve itfel: -lways 
in Being, and to need nothing to uphold and 
fupportit.

The Wane of a frequent divine Ineerpofiti- 
on, and our not feeing «<n over-ruling Power, 
contradi@ing the eftabiiihed Orver, Laws, 
and Operations of natural Caufes, is fo far 
from being 2 Proof, that ‘here is no Provi- 
dence, thatit isoneof the ftrongeft Arguments 
in the World chat there is one, For it being 
no greater an Inftance uf Power to aé& con- 
trary to Nature, than co’ a& by it, it being 
the fame Power in both ; we fhould conciude 
more ftrengly for the Being of fuch a Power, 
from conftant and numberlefs Effects of it in 
the ordinary Way, than from a few irregular 
Effe&ts of it in the extraordinary. So chat 
the Doatine of a divine Providence is fo far 
from being weakened by the Suppofition of a 
conftant Regularity and Uniformity, obfer- 
vable in the A&tionsand Operations of natural 
Caufes, that it is mighty ftrengchened and 
fupported \by it. What is obfcure in Provi- 
dence, makes it a Virtue in us to believe ir; 
what is plain, makes it impious to deny ir. As 
Men are differently difpofed in their Hearts, to 
believe or rejeé it, they will make a good or 
bad Ufe of the Obfervations they make upon 
it. An atheific Difpofition chiefly regards 
the cloudy and myfterious Parts of Providence ; 
a virtuous and humb!e Mind attends co both 
What is plain and obfeure ; confirming its Faith 
by viewing the one, and heightening its Devo- 
tion and Reverence by meditating onthe other.

T’s a new Obfervation, and often repeated 
R by certain Mercenary Writers, that the 


G Continuance of the fame Adminifration long 


in Power, muft, from the natural Incon@an- 
cy of the People, render it odious at jaft : 
But this Notion is neither fupported by Rea- 
fon or Experience 5 and. were it true, wou'd 
make nothing ia Favour of, one who enters 
upon the Adfniniftration of publick Affairs 
with a moft corrupt Charaéter, 

Baitbafar Gracian is of Qpinion. that tho’ 
a Man has gain’d ever fo great a Reputation 
jn his Country, hecan’t fupport it long with- 
out practifing the fame Virtues by which it 
wa 
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was acquir’d; and I add, no Man ever pre- 
ferv’d the publick Hatred long without a 
Repetition of the fame Knaveries. 

The advancing, therefore, fo abfurd a Pro- 
pofition by thefe Writers, makes us look back 
upon Things paft, by which we find that 
their very good Friends, fince they have 
ferambled into a higher Station, have only 
improved that Opinion the Worid juftly con- 
ceived of them while in a lower Sphere. 

Cardinal Ricblizu faid, It’s not enough for 
a Man to enter upon a great Employment 
with the Approbation of his Countrymen, 
for this may be owing to the Male-Conduét 
of his Predeceffur ; but when he retires, let 
us fee how his Country laments the Lofs of 
him, for here will be the Teft of his Merit. 

Sometimes an Imperfection in Nature, or 
fomething ridiculous in his Manners or Per- 
fon, that happens to take with the Humour 
,of the Prince or a Favourite, fhall fooner ad- 
vance a Man’s Fortune, than the Wifdom 
of Socrates: But it’s not fo with the World ; 
the publick Etteem mutt be earn’d by « juit 
Title ; fo that the fame Man may be very 
fortunate and very much dejpiled. 

*Twas a Saying of a nobic Roman, ¢ That 
he was preferr’d to publick Officers before he 
fought them, and quitted them before any 
Man wifh’d him to ao fo;” and he that goes 
thro’ the Bufinefs of a great Employment 
with clean Hands, and an uncorrupt Heart, 
let him be never fo many Years.in Power, 
his Country will think at laft he quits too foon. 

How different from the Character of this 
noble Roman, has been that of fome wretched 
Fellows who have been lifted up to Power in 
other Nations? The World has feen a Man 
very bufic when out of Othce, always cla- 
Mcuring, and accufing the Actions of thofe 
in Power, i.e. fo long as they did nothing 
flagrantly bad or deftructive to the Common- 
wealth; but no fooner had they taken’Mea- 
fures that were ruinous to Multitudes, but he 
tacks about, end joins with them, as if it 
was his as well as their Opinion, that he was 
not worthy of their Company till they had 
done fome Mifthief to thesr Country 3 which

ture wii] carry a Man who has once loft ail 
fenfe of Honour. 

Suppofe fveh a Perfon eftablifhed in great 
Power, you will fec the old Proverb verified, 
the higher a Monkey climbs, the more he 


fhe ws his Tail 3 he would browbeat Men of 










Worth, and bring People of the mo aban- 
don’d Mora!s into the Bufinefs of the Com- 
menwealch, that the Peopie may think all 
Men alike corrupt, which will be of this Ufe 
to hivr, that if st once become a receiv’d Opi- 
nion that all Men are Rogues, then the Pvo- 
pie may as wei} have him 2s zanoth:r. 

But tuppofe he fhou'd ngt be ave to impofe 
Upon their Under@undiog, azd bis Country 


fhould call for Juftice againft him, he may 
empioy its whole Treafure to difable them 
from punifhing great Criminals ; and the Li- 
berty of Millions may be taken away, that 
one Knave in Office may fleep in Safety. 

Confiderate Men have wondred, why a 
Perfon in a great Office, who fees a publick 
Hatred fpreading againft him, fhould not re- 
tire before that Hatred grows Univerfal. A 
certain Auther reafoning on this Subje& with 
refpe&t to Sejanus thus writes. 

© Tacitus gives the following Character of 
Sejanus. He was a Man indefatigable and 
patient of the Fatigues of Bufinefs——of 4 
bold and daring Spirit, careful to skréen him- 
felf and bufy to accufe others—ot a tow’ ring 
Pride and condefcending Fiattery—to outward 
Appearance one of Abftinence and Modera- 
tion, but in his Soul a Perfon of infatiable 
Avarice and Craving. 

He perfuaded his Prince to retire from 
Rome, chat he might gratify his ambitious 
Defires of hoiding the Reins of the Empire ; 
for tho’ the Senate was joined with him in 
the Stile of Power, they were but Cyphers 
in the Exercife of it. 

I have heard it made a Subjeét of Wonder, 
that confidering fo cunning as Sejanus was, and 
fo fickle as he knew Tiberius to be; when he 
had enjoy’d every Degree of Power, ‘and a- 
ma({$’d an exorbitant Treafure, that he didnot 
covet to withdraw from Employments that 
made him the Mark of the envy of ‘all the 
Great, and, as he manag’d it, of both grect 
and fmall. 

The Hand of Providence feems to e con- 
cérn’d in continuing thefe iniquitous Statef- 
men in Employment, till the. Refentments 
of their Prince, and the Juftice of their in- 
jar’d Country call them to account. The 
Vengeance of God would not fuffer fuch a 
Wretch as Scjanas to die in Peace, whofe 
Plots and Subornations had fpilt the Blood of 
the Innocent, and drawn the Curfe of the 
blackeft Crimes upon himfelf and Family. 
Deftruction therefore in the fierceft Manner 
not enly feiz’d his Perfon, but the Fury of 
the Populace carried their Revenge to Ins 
very Statues. 

Daily q@asettece, Aug. 12, and at. 
M R Walfingbam continues his Enquiry 
i into the Danger of multiplying. In- 
capecities on the Gentlemen of England to 
fit in Parliament, (Seep. 463) and obferves, 
that in all the Contefts of K.Char/es Id's 
Reign, no Attempt of this Kind'was made, 
except one Temporary Order of the Houfe of 
Commons, which reftrained their Members 
from accepting any Place of Profit: trom the 
Crown. After the Revolution, the Faco- 
gives, indeed, in order to embarrafs K. W1l- 
tam tn his Meafures, tack’d other Aéts to 
their Money Bills, whesgby they difabled the 
Officers 
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Officers of the Cuftoms and Excife from fit- 
ting in Parliament; and had gone farther; 
but were prevented by the Lords folemnly de- 
claring that.they would never receive a Mo- 
ney Bill with any other tack’d to it. 

This Method failjng, they determin’d to 
load the Settlement of the Succeffion with 
the full Weight of their Projeét. And fuch 
extravagant Limitations were offer’d as would 
have quite chang’d the Form of Government, 
and render’d the Crown titular and precari- 
ous. Qne of thofe Limitations was, That 
all Men who bad Places or Penfions fhoula be 
incapable of fitting in the Houfe of Commons, 

At Length the Bill pafféd both Houfes : 
But it ought to be obferved, that the Fathers 
of thefe Limitations did not look upon them 
as Rules neceffary to Government, or binding 
upon their own Confciences, particularly the 
great Man who propos’d them in the Houfe 
of Commons. (See p. 303, A-) But that the 
Tories defign’d to make thefe Limitations 
fubfervient to the Intereft of the Pretender, 
is notorious, 2s Mr Lockhart of Carnwath, 
the moft zealous and aétive Facobite in Scot- 
land, hath avow’d in hie Memoirs. 

Walfingbam next quotes the Act made in 
the 4th of Q. Aane, which declares « who 
fhould, and who fhould not be capable of fit- 
ting in the Houfe of Cammons;’ which he 
calls a moft juft and equal Law, as being 
grounded upon this fundamental and confitu- 
tional Principle, that publick Officers in ge~ 
neral ought not to be excluded from fitting in 
Parliament, if the People thought proper to 
chufe them, and that the Bulk and Weight 
of publick Officers ought to be capable of fit- 
ting in Parliament. 

It happen’d’ however, in the gth of the 
the fame Reign, when the Tories triumph’d, 
and made 12 Peers in one Day, their Adver- 
{aries juftly retaliated their own difabling Pro- 
pofition, and moved for a Bill to fecure the 
Freedom of Parliaments, by limiting the 
Number of Officers in the Houfe of Commons ; 
yet had the Yories the fhamelefs Front to op- 
pole it, notwithftanding their former diffe- 
rent Condué, 

But fays, Bp Burnet, the Corruption of the 
Court Party was fo fiagrant, and their Ini- 
quities fo enormous, that the Mercenaries of 


* that Adminiftration had not only fanding Pen- 


Jions, but Bribes for every jingle Vote. 
Where was the Differtator on Parties at 
that Seafon, and how were his Talents em- 
Ploy’d?, Hiad He.any Fears in thofe Days of 
the Danger to our Conftitution, from the 
Corruption of Courts? any Zeal for Limita- 
tions' ef this Sort, to check the Power of 
the Crown, or any good Opinion of the Pro-

Who 
are the wilful Gorrupters.. and Oppofers of tha 
Chriftian Religion, whom Sts Pau/ dzicribes ag 
Sinners ?--.--They are: fuob, whefe Minds are 
perverted [from an honeft and impartial purfuie 
of truth] dy irregular difpofitions and appetitess. 
and evho bave refolo'd to facrifice Truth, and

that he who errs Anowingly, errs wilfully, and 
therefore I have juftly rank’d him amiong the 


G wilfuliy erroneous, who are reprefented by ‘St 


Paul as Sinners ; it follows not, that Iam an- 
{werable for the Confequence you have drawa 
from it ; namely, that no Man can be a Sinner 
unlefs--he is the Greaté? of Sinners, and aé#¢ 
direftly again Conviétion. Suppofe I fiould 
fay, that B/./pbemy is {peaking difrefpectiully and 
reproachfully of God ;,and, therefore, the pe-fons

infinuate thence, that none coull be Blaf- 
phemers but 4ebeifis ? No: It would be uni- 
verially underftood, that I was only reckoning, 
up the feveral Ainds and degrees ot Blafphemy ; 
the cafe this is brought to illuftrate, is exactly 
the fame. 

Igo on to anothertepic, i. ¢. that the Crime 

of the Heretic, Ste Paul fpeaks of, was of 
fuch a nature as required not Inftruction, but 
Admonition ; whence, I apprehend it evident- 
ly follows, that the fault lay in the Will, not 
in the Underftanding. My defign is to thew, 
that te admonifh for mere Errors of the Under- 
franding is ablurd. To which, with you, it ts 
@ fufficient anfwer to fay, that as St. Paul was 
mow givinz direétions to a Bifbop, it was na- 
tural for bim to mention fuch particulars only, 
as {pecially concerned sheir Office ; 1. «. Admo- 
nition and Rejection. But if the Admonition 
be abjurdina Prefbyter, i. ¢. the nature of the 
thing, muftit not be abfurd in a Bifbop ? This, 
which is the only point-in queftion, You have 
not confider’d ; and therefore might have an- 
fwer'd my argument as fully by faying Nothing 
atall. 

I proceed to confider the ConjeGure, you 
effer’'d above ten Years ago, concerning the 
word dutoxataxpitos, condemn’d of bimfelf;— 
againft the Current of antient and modern verfi- 
fions, and the general fenfe of the moft judici- 
ous Commentators: And fince you think jit a 
Matter-piece in the Conjeural way, 1 fhallex- 
amine it candidly, and.doubt not but to make it 
appear, as greundlefs as "tis fingular. 1 only 
premife thefe two Obfervations. 

rf. In your interpretation of dursxereixpstoe, 
you take it for granted, your Notion of Herefy 
is right : Forno man can openly accufe himfelf of 
Herefy by departing from the faith, unlefs 
every one that departs from the faith be, in 
the feripture fenfe of the word, a Heretic. 
You will therefore, Sir, remember, that if it 
appear that your account of Herefy neither /s, 
nor can be, thefrue one ; that your Interpreta- 
tation neither ss nor can de, the true one. If I 
might advife, I fhould think it expedient for 
you, in order to do juftice to the word of God, 
to prove clearly your Notion of herefy, 
and defend it againft all objeétions, before you 
attempt to revive this Novel Criticifm: Elf it 
may be thought that you build without a foun. 
dation, andare not fo much concern’d te find out 
the true fenfe of Scripture, as to make it fpeak 
jour cwn. 

2d. I would remark, that if we wonld in- 
terpret the Scriptures rationaliy, we ought not 
to depart from the zatural Signification of 
words to underftand them in ew and wnufual 

fenjes. So that if it can be thewn that Se/f- 


condemn’ d and notSelf-accus’ d istheobviousmean- 
ing of cutcxataxperce 3 it muft then be admit- 
ted to be the right Interpretation ; tho” there is 
anoiker more-Ungommon meaning, of which vie 
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word is capable. But I fhall endeavour to prove, 
that this is not the cafe; and that the fenef 
you “have fix’d on the faid word, is neither 
probable nor fupportable.

Now 
when aurés is jein’d with any other word, it 
always intimates that the — of whom that 
word is fpoken, does bimfelf perform the a€tion, 
exprefs’d by it. 

But to avoid this fenfe of du-roxcetenprrag you 
affirm, that thofe are frequently faid xareexpivesy, 
not only who do themfelves, as judges, deter- 
mine or Pdf fentence of condemnation upon any 

0 do indite€tly condemn a 
man by being in fome vefpe? the Inftrument, in 
virtue whereof condemnation is pronounc’d; that 
is, by appearing as Witneffes againft him. And 
from hence it is urg’d, that avroxeraxprros may 
in this place rather fignify Ser¥F-accus’p, 
than SeLF-conDEMN’D. But none of the 
examples brought are for your purpofe. In 
7+ where it is faid, that Moab 
‘condemn’ d the world, the Englifo. Verfion feems 
very right ; for his building an Ark, as a proof 
of his belief of the warnings he gave thofe people 
of the approaching Deluge, was a virtual Con- 
demnation of them. The expreffion is in- 
deed metaphorical ; but the fimilitude muft be 
taken from the a€tion of a Fudge, and not of 
2 Witnefs, whofe bufinefs is to determine no- 
thing, only to relate matter of fact. We havea 
very plain parallel inftance of the ufe of the 
word Condemn amongft ourfelves, which will 
make whatis faid of Noab andthe men of N;- 
vench, intelligible to every common Reader. 
When we fay, that a good-man, by the ex- 
emplary purity of his Life, condemns the Wick- 
ednefs of the world, we never mean that he ac- 
cufes them, or appears as an Evidence againtt 
them, or is the means and inftrument of their 
being condemned by another 3 but that he gives 
his Fudgment againft them by his conduét, that 
they ought to be condemn’d, and declares by his 
conduct, that he paffes a fentence’of condemna- 
tion againft them in his'‘own mind. 


G_ As tothe unthrifty Servant, you reprefent 





Self-condemn'd, you did not cite the Text fairly, 
which is, out of thyown Month will I judge 
thee, fo that he was condemn'd by the Judge. 

Therefore notwithftanding any Paffage you 
have quoted avroxaraxprros mult ftill retain 
the Senfe of one who condemns and paffes Sen- 
tence againfi bimfelf by kis cwn AG; and 
not of one,who, like anAccufer or Witnefs only, 
furnifhes Matter for the Sentence of another. 
And if fo, this Charaéter muft be given of a 
Hoaretic, asa reafon why be thould be — 
rom 
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from Chriftian Communion ; and not why the 
Bifbop froould proceed fo Admonition, without 
calling in that Evidence of tke Fa&, which 
was ufual in other Cafes. But whether your 


Interpretation be right or not, you think ita A 


clear Cafe mine is wrong : becaufe great 
difficulties attend it. But Sir, if the only 
Senfe of auroxatainprros be this, one condemn'd 
by bis ewn Fudgment, as 1 have fully thewn Se 
Paul could ufeit in no other Senfe, if he 
wrote with a defign to be underflood. It is your 
Bufinefs to find out fome different Signification 
of which the Word is fairly icapable. 
yeu have done this, whatever Objections there 
are againft taking it in its natura/ meaning, 
muft ftill remain. 

Suppofe an Infidel fhould think Se/f-con- 
demned to be the only Senfe of the Word, and 
perverfely urge the difficulties you have ftarted 
againft St. Paul's Infpisation, and the perti- 
nency of his Advice to Titus, would you tell 
him, that whether your Interpretation. was 
right or not, it was a very clear Cafe, the 
Word could not be us’d in the Senfe he con- 
tended for, becaufe it was abfurd? Might he 
not juftly, reply you had no right to put 
Meanings on Words en Account of imagin’d 
difficulties which they will not bear, and 
that if you allow a Mabhometan the fame 
Liberty, he may defend every part of the 
Alcoran. The only material Objection- you 
have offer’d is, That according to my Notion of 
Herefy) there could be no fiqnding Power of 
admonifbing and rejefting Heretics even at the 
beginning. But you have not fupported this 
Affertion, by any pofitive Evidence. But put 
it upon me to prove that the Apoftles ever exer- 
cis'd the Gift of difcerning Spirits. Which I 
fhall endeavour to fet in a true Light. 

That there was in the Apoftolic Age the 
Gift of difcerning Spirits from the Holy 
Ghoft St Paul afferts, 1 Cor. xii. 10. 1 Cor. 
iis 11. 1 Thef. v.23. He means undoubtedly 
a difcerning the views and principles from 
which particular Perfonsaéted, and the inward 
Impuljes of true Prophets, rom thofe of De- 
ceivers. 

The Apoftles aétually exercis’d this power of 
diferning Spirits. (See p. 318-G) In the 
Cafe of Ananias and Sapphira, the Fraud for 
which they were fo remarkably punifh’d, was 
Secretly wranfacted, St Peter neither did nor 
csuld receive any Information about it. 
Hiftory has not given us the leaft hint of 4c- 
cufers, or of Ewidence produced ; on the con- 
trary, the Expreffions made ufe of are ftrong 
the other way. Why hath Satan filled thy 
Heart to Lie? &c. A&s¥. 3, 4,9- How is 
it that ye have agreed together to tempt she 
Spirit of the Lord, i.e. to try whether the 
Spirit of the Lord (in us) could deteét and pu- 
nih your Fraud. It is moft natural to be- 


lieve St.Paul exercis’d this Gift in the Cafe of 
Eljmas, Als xBi. 9, to. Besaufe,what he fays 
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of him, relates chiefly tothe inward Subtilty of 
the Heart. A&s xiv. 9. ‘is more direét to the 
point, for there is not the moft diftant intima- 
tion, that the Impotent Man of Ly/rra gave 
aay outward difcoveries of his Faith. | It is 
only faid, that St. Paw/ ftedfaftly beheld dim, 
and perceived be had Faith to bc healed. All 
that you fay to AAs y. 3. xiv.g. is that thefe 
Texts will bear other Interpretations. When you 
think fit to produce them, they fhall be fairly 
confider’d. 

I have faid in my Sermon, that as difcerning, 
of Spirits was one of thofe Gifts of the Holy 
Ghoft which were communicated in the firft 
Age of Chriftianity, Titus, to whom St Paul 
direéts his Advice about Heretics, cannot be 
fuppofed to have been without it : Upon which 
you ask. me, What was Titus’s Office and 
Charaéter? And anfwer your own Queftion--- 
A Bifhop. To which’ you fubjoin another 
ae Can you fhew that every Bithop of the 
Church at that time had that Gift ? —I know 
not why the Bifhops of the Church are brought 
into this Controverfy----Titus had a higher 
Charaéter and was employ’d in more honoura - 
ble Offices, than every Scripture Bithop could 
pretend to. It may be inferr’d, with the 
higheft probability, that one f Eminent, was 
endued with miraculous Gifts, and in particu 
lar that of difcerning Spirits. Since it appears 
further from A&s v. xix. Xe 1 Cor. is xii, 
27, 28, xiv. that it was. common in the 
Apoftolic Age. Thus, Sir, I have fully anfwer’d 
the main difficulty (viz.) that atcording to. my 
Account Heretics could not be known, nor con- 
fequently rejected even at the beginning ; -by 


E propofing one way founded on great Probabilities 


in which they might be known. This alone 
would be fufficient if there were no other..-< 
But this is what I have not afferted. 

The Apoftles, you fay, fpeak of the Knezu « 
ledge of Mens Hearts as the fole prerogative of 
God. What does this prove ? Does it follow 
becaufe God aloze knows the Hearts of Men, 
he could never communicate that Knowledge to 
others? by the fame reafoning becaufe St 
Paul, afferts that God only hath immortality, 

t Tim. vi. 16.) therefore Angels and Sou/s ot 
lenare not immortal. You fay farther, it is 
not worth while to difpute this point in general, 
fure Iam it was na flanding Gift. Anfw. It 
by its not being a landing Gift, you mean th:t 
the Apoftles had it not always, this I conceive 
will be but little to your purpofe, becaufe if 
they were enabled to exetcit it on fpecial Exie 
gencies, I may juftly fuppofe ng oy aflifted 
by it in detecting Heretics. ou fay, but 
why would it not have been as properly exercis’d 
in admitting Men into the Church as in cafting 
them out ? Anfw. You dont know Sir but it 
was ; becaufe we have no particular Account of 
a thing, will you conclude it never happen’d ? 
Or are we at Liberty to fuppofe againft pradah 
Hiftorical Evidence ? What you fuggeft about 
th 
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the Apofties not having this Gift when Mat- 
thias was chien to the Apoftlefhip, is {carce 
worth a Reply. Every common Reader, who 
is acquainted with the Hiftory of the W. T- 
can tell you tbe Holy Ghof was not then given. A 
They were then waiting in ferufalem for the 
promife of the Father, and expeéting to be 
endued with Power from on high. Thus, Sit, 
I have fully defended St. Paut with Refpeét to 
the Direction he gave to Titus, and bim only

To conclude, itfeems pofible, and very eafy, to 
make a Law for the Reftraint of Gaming, effec- 
tual. It might be done only by forbi 
under the moft formidable Penalties, not 
ing in itfelf, but for any Adventure of profit 
or lofs; any Money or Stake, even to the vahic 
of a fingle Farthing. x 

Thus, by removing the Caufe, Muaricd, 
the Effect, Carding will ceafe; and yetthe 
innocent Use ot it remain in thé Choice of aff 
People ; fo that the Clamour of prohibiting the 
Liberty of ele&ing our Diverfions, will be 
groundlefs and obviated.

And the tender forbearing affectionate Senti- 
ments which run through the New Teftament, 
and from thence are rr’d into the Wri- 
tings of beft Proteftants , effeétually filence all 
Complaints as to Animofity, &c. becaufe fuch 
who aét in a different manner, act contrary to 
their own Principles ; and therefore whatever 
may be faid on this Head, can only be agdinft 
the practices of fome, not the Principles. 

It may be objected, feveral Men of Learning 
asc among the Oatholicks, what Reafon can be

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given for them ?—Many of the ews who 
crucify’4 our Saviour, moft of the Fewi/b 
Sanhedrim may be fuppos’d fuch, Yet how 
blind does our Lord reprefent them, and there 


fore in general, I anfwer, that the fameMotives A 


which made or continu’d the Seét of the

Chancellor of the Exchequer, as being the mok 
proper on Account of his Office ; bur that 
the moft modeft and complaifant Mt A—~bia 
intreated the Mon.

From Poland, That King Auguftus hav- 
ing iffued his circular Letter for the call- 
ing a Dyet of Pacification, the Party of K. 
Stant/laus at Koningsburgb had_publifhed 
a Manifefto figned by 165 Pelifb Lords, 
exprefling their firm Attachment to thae 
Prince, and protefting in the moft folemn 
manner againft whatever fhould be aéted 
in the faid Dyet, or any other, againft the 
Confent of the Confederate Republick, as 
they ca!l themfelves, and the Interefts of 
the moft ferene K. Staniflaus: The Cza- 
rina has publifhed a new Declaration in 
that Kingdom on the fame Occafion, 
wherein fhe aflures the Poles, ““ That their 
Republick is as dear to her as her own 
Empire : That the will not take from it 
one Foot of Ground, or demand one Far- 
thing for her Expences: That the will re- 
call her Troops as foon as the Exclufion 
of Staniflans is fecur’d, her Refolution 
being unalterable, that he fhall never reign 
in Poland. 'That the Behavicur of France 
in fending fo {mal} a Number of Troops 
to fuccour Dantzick, made it plain, that 
fhe had not rhe Affairs of Poland in View, 
but the Deftruétion of the Houfe of As- 

via. 

From the Rhine, That 9200 Rauffians 
being arrived near Heidelburg, Pr. Eugene 
had removed his Camp thither from Brz- 
febal, and it was thought was going upon 
fome great Expedition, his Army being 
now fuperior ¢o that of the French. Mar- 


thal Coigny is fortifying his Lines, and 
difpofing his Troops in proper Order in 
cafe he fhould be attack’d. The Imperi- 
al Army confifts of 94,000 Regular Troops 
befides 6200 Peafants and Militia, which 
are employed in the Woods and Black 
The French Army does not ex:

From Italy, That Marfhal Noailles had 
bought up all the Corn and Forage in the 
State of Venice that could be fpared, and 
is fortifying feveral Potts, in order to pre- 
vent the Return of the Imperial Army 
which augments daily in the Pyroleze, and 
waits the Arrival of Count’ Konigfegg, 
their General, to lead them to the Relief 
ot Mantua. 

From Mirandola, That tho’ it’s fome 
Months fince the Spaniards fat down before 
this Place, yet they have made no confi- 
derable Progrefs in its Reduétion ; which 
has been owing to the gallant Behaviour 
of the Garrifon, who have made feveral 
fuccefsful Sallies, ruin’d feveral of their 
Batteries, and kill’d great Numbers of 
their Men, infomuch that the Spamiards 
were forced to fetch from Leghorn a Sup- 
ply of 11 large Cannon and 2 Mortars, 
a3 $0 Waggons loaded with Powder aad 

all. 

From Stockholm, That the Alliance be- 
tween this Court and that of Ruffia, late- 
ly expired, was renewed ; which, ’tis 
faid, will in fome Meafure counterbal- 
lance that made between the Swedes and 
French. 

From Mantua, That a Bombardier, 
who had been brib'd by the Enemy tonaii 
up the greateft Part of the Cannon ana 
Mortars, being difcover’d, was quarter'd 
alive; his Wife and Daughter, who were 
privy to it, being obliged to fee the Exe- 
cution, and afterwards banifh’d.

RIGGS (WILLIAM) an eminent Englith 

Phyfician in the latter End of the feven- 
teenth Century, was born in the City of Nor- 
wich, and was Son of Auguftin Briggs, Efq; 
twice Member of Parliament for that City, de- 
fcended from an ancient Family in Norfolk. He 
was admitted into Bennet-College in the Uni- 
verfity of Cambridge at thirteen Years of Age, 
and educated under the Care of Dr Thomas Teni- 
fon» afterwards Archbifhop, and was chofen Fel- 
low of that College, in which he continued feveral 
Tears, and had the Tuition of a good Namber of 
Pupils, difcharging that Truft with Hononr to 
the College. ORober 26, 1670. he! was incorpo- 
rated im the Univerfity of Oxford, being then 
M after of Arts, and after he had improved him- 
Self by his Travels into Foreign Conntries, being 
well verfed in mof? Parts of Learning, be fettled 
at London, where he lived in great Efteem for 
his eminent Skill in bis Profelfion, and gained the 
Friendlhip of the mof learned Men. He accurate- 
ly furveyed the Eye, and was a judicions Anato- 
mif?, as appears by his Ophthalmographia and 
Nova Vifionis Theoria, an Acconnt of which 
Treatifes are inferted in the Philofophical Tran- 
fa&ions of the Royal Society, of whith be was 
@ Fellow; as well as of the College of Phyficians. 
He wrote likewife two other Pieces. -He was Phy- 
fitian in ordinary to King William” {II. and 
Phyfician to St Thomas’s Hojpital in South- 
wark. He married Hannah, fole Daughter 
and Heirefs of Edmund Hobart, Gent. of Hole 
in Norfolk, Grandfon to Sir Henry Hobart, 
Lord Chief Fuftice of the Common-Pieas in 
the Reign of King James 1. end related to the 
Honourable Family of tkat Name" of: Blickting 
in the faid County. Onr Author died September 
the 4th, 1704. aged 52 Years, at Town Mall- 
ing in Kent, where he lies interred. He left 
3 Children, Mary, Henry, and Hannah; Mary 
married to Thomas Bromfield, M. D. of Lon- 
don ; Hannah married to Dennis Martin, 
Gent. of Loofe in Keat ; and Henry now 
Re@or of Holts and Chaplain in Ordinary to his 
Majefiy. His Arms were Gules, three Bars 
Gemeiles Or, and a Canton-Sables, with a 
Crefcent for Difference. Creft, on a Stmmp of 2 
Tree, a Pelican Or, npon a Wieath Or and 
Gules. AZotte, Virtus eft Dei.
